CONVENTION ADJOURNS. 


Definite Character of the Reports 
Concerning Dignitary of the Epis- 
copal Church Unknown Outside 
of Ecclesiastic Circles at Sacra- 
mento.

SACRAMENTO, May 16.—Bishop 
William Hall Moreland of the Sac- 
ramento diocege of the Episcopal 
Church is under fire at the annual 
convention of the diocese which is 
now in session here. Every effort 
has been made to keep the investi- 
gation quiet, but it is known that 
“disparaging stories“ concerning the 
bishop are being investigated. 

The matter was called to the at- 
tention of the convention by Mrs. E. 
L. Maddox, who asked for an in- 
vestigation of certain stories; and, 
after she had made a motion that 
a committee be named for the pur- 
pose, she was left standing when a 
motion to adjourn was made and 
was declared carried by the chair. 
Bishop Moreland was presiding at 
the time. 

The definite character of the sto- 
ries concerning the bishop is un- 
knqwn outside the church, but ex- 
ecutive sessions of the officers are 
being held at which meetings the 
reports are being investigated. 

Bishop Moreland was in the pub- 
lic eye here not many years ago in 
connection with a hotel which he 


operated. 

Those asking the investigation 
predict charges will be filed against 
the bishop. 

“While I have been an isco- 
palian from my birth and dearly 


love the church.“ Mrs. Maddox de- 
gan, “ever since I came to Sacra- 
mento, about a year and a half ago, 
I have heard, almost continuously, 
words of disparagement against our 


bishop.” 

It was at this juncture that 
Bishop Moreland raised the point 
relative to whether or not the ad- 
dress was in order and cautioned 
against the indulgence in person- 
alities. 

Although visibly affected by this 
rebuke, Mrs. Maddox continued: 
“Now, I do not believe that these 
reports are true—1 don't see how 
they can be true—but, as I am a 
member of the church, they have 
grieved me deeply. They act like cover 
a sore on the good name of the 
church, and where there is a sore 
it is perfectly proper to apply 4 
remedy.

The members of the Board 
of Trade of Toronto clubbed togeth- 
er and bought five farm tractors this 
spring, with plowing attachments, 
to de used wherever farmers ask 
for them within a radius of thirty 
miles of Toronto. Representatives of 
the board worked out an itinerary, 
so that little time has been lost so 
far in moving the tractors from 
farm to farm. The result shows that 
about everything plowable in the vi- 
cinity of Toronto has been plowed. 

The chairman of the Kansas Coun- 
cil of Defense, Dr. H. J. Waters. who 
is also president of the State Agri- 
cultural College, is operating farm 
tractors for plowing, harrowing and 
sowing on a twenty-four hour sched- 
ule.

house for the enactment or repeal of a law. 
Tf it were required also that two thirds of 
the members of the Supreme Court were 
needed to render a decision, the machinery 
for the government of the Nation of: Na- 
tions would be as nearly perfect as human 
ingenuity could make It. 


In order to make a League of Nations 
effective those who enter into it should be 
required to obligate themselves to use the 
institutions they create and the league 
should be amply empowered to use its mil 
tary power against any member which 
should go to war in violation of its agree- 
ment. 

The one place where there might be a 
difficulty in the operations of a Court of Na- 
tions is that disputes involving only con- 
flicts of polit wal policy cannot be composed 
in a court of law or equity. “These,” says 
Theodore Marburg “are the really acute and 
dangerous disputes most likely to lead to 
war. Recognizing these limitations of a. 
true court, the league plans to set up an- 
other body to deal with non-justiciable ques- 
tions, namely, a Council of Conciliation. It 
is not considered practicable to make the 
decisions of that body binding elther—if in- 
deed it will even proceed to a recommenda- 
tion in all cases. As regards purely justi- 
ciable questions. among the pub

The re- 
sults have seemed for a century and 
more highly significant and im- 
portant; and it was for this reason 
that all attempts to introduce the 
closure failed, and that the rule re- 
cently adopted is in effect no prac- 
tical limitation upon a debate which 
the majority of the Senate wishes 
to continue. It is intended only to 
correct the worst abuse, and, in- 
deed, is so drawn that the abuse
